The section will continue to advise and represent State agencies concerning eminent domain, bid
protests, and construction claims.  The section will help agencies manage and operate completed facilities, including
ferry, international and rural airport, and highway facilities.  In the coming year, the section may assist with activities
related to infrastructure to support a possible gas line.
